What the Herald Denounces. 


The frantic efforts of the Express 
to persuade its readers that the H e h a d 
Is antagonistic to th e Los Angeles and 
Independence railroad, are amusing 
if not convincing. 
We fully under­ 
stand the motive of ourcotemponiry, 
aud under the circumstances we can 
readily forgive its persistent misrepre­ 
sentation of us. Senator J o n e s may 
swallow the bait and the purpose may 
be obtained, but we doubt if such an 
old bird will be caught with chaff". 
Meantime we advise the overzealous 
advocate to overhaul the H e r a l d 
files, and when he finds a line in our 
columns which can be construed into 
an opposition to the road, let him 
make a note of it. N ot a line or a word 
to tbal effect can be shown. 
Wo have 
said that if Senator J o n e s and those 
associated with him in the building of 
this road, intend, as the authors of the 
“coming city,” boastingly assert that 
they will rob Los Angeles of her trade 
and destroy her and the W ilmington 
landing, that the money subscribed to 
the road by the citizens of this city, 
will not be paid, and do not hesitate 
to repeat this again and again. There 
is not the slightest danger th a t this 
boast 
will 
ever 
be 
carried in­ 
to 
effect, 
but 
we 
accept 
the 
will for the deed and denounce the 
attem pt as strongly us if there was 
danger that success would crown the 
effort. 
It is to the interest of all Los 
Angeles valley th at the improvements 
in W ilmington Harbor which have 
progressed so lar and have cost so 
much money shall be carried to com­ 
pletion; yet some scheming specula­ 
tors in San Francisco are using Sena­ 
tor J o n e s ’ name and influence to con­ 
vince the Government that the money 
already expended is thrown away and 
that further appropriations will be 
useless. 
We are opposed to this be­ 
cause It will injure our valley and 
city and we have expressed our disap­ 
probation in strong language. 
But 
not a word has been said against the 
railroad. These same schemers, circu 
latitig the report that the town of one 
hundred thousand inhabitants which 
they and Senator J o n e s are going to 
build at Santa Monica, will destroy 
Los Angeles, have slightly depreciat­ 
ed real estate in this city; and if they 
are permitted to circulate these false­ 
hoods without contradiction, they will 
shake the confidence of those not ac­ 
quainted with the circumstances in 
the future growth and prosperity of 
our city. 
We have denounced these 
reports and thelrauthors, and we shall 
continue to do so. But not a word has 
been said against the railroad.

An 
examination of the ranks showed us 
that many of our prominent citizens 
were following the Masonic standard, 
and we have no hesitation in saying 
that the Masonic procession yesterday 
contained as much wealth and worth 
as will ever be found at one time in a 
civic procession in Los Angeles. The 
hanker walked side by side with the 
mechanic, the merchant was out­ 
ranked frequently by the farmer, the 
attorney and the preacher walked 
hand in baud, though their occupa­ 
tions are so different. It was a living 
illustration that Masons meet on the 
level. 
T H E ORATOR OF TH E DAY. 
After the head of the column reached 
the Plaza a halt was ordered and the 
Grand Marshal and his aids opened 
the ranks 
and 
entered 
the 
St. 
diaries 
Hotel 
to 
pay 
their re­ 
spects to the Orator of the Day, Rev. 
i. 8. Kalloch. 
After a cordial inter­ 
change of compliments, he was escort­ 
ed through ttie Masonic line to the 
barouche in waiting at the Plaza, in 
which lie, tlie President of the Day, 
8. (J. Foy—the Chaplain, A. W. Edel- 
man, Past Master Edward Evey and 
W. T. Wayward, of Riverside, were 
seated. 
Alter music by the two bauds 
a countermarch was made uud the 
Knights Templar escorted the Lodges 
down Main street. 
The music by 
Enterprise band, Izert, leader, aud 
Peipenburg’s band was of the most 
pleasing character and gave the crowds 
of spectatorsa musical least quite unu­ 
sual. 
T H E SPECTATORS. 
During the long line of march the 
streets were filled with spectators, all 
evincing much interest in the pro­ 
ceedings. tíome, perhaps, for the first 
time saw many prominent citizens 
umong the honored fraternity. The 
silence was ouly unbroken by the mu­ 
sic of the bands and the determined 
tread oi the three hundred Masons in 
line. 
Better order was never seen, 
and it speaks volumes for the city of 
Los Angeles, that such a procession, 
with such an influx of strangers should 
pass off without uecideut or disturb­ 
ance. 
T H E II. E. CHURCH, SOUTH. 
On reaching the end of the march, 
the Southern Methodist Church, the 
lines were again opened, and the ora­ 
tor and the officers of the day passed 
tiirough aud occupied seats ou ttie 
stage, the Knights aud brothreu fol­ 
lowing. The church was a ready full, 
and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that places were obtained 
for the 
members, on the floor, aud for the 
bauds in the gallery. The pulpit was 
occupied by President, 8. C. Foy; the 
orator, Rev. I. 8. Kalloch; W. T. Hay­ 
ward, of Riverside; Past Master, Evey; 
Vice Presidents, J. D. Bicknell, Geo. 
Hiuds, Theodore Reiser, C. C. Cum­ 
mings, D. A. Reed; Chaplain, A. W. 
Edelman; Grand Marshal, 8. Prager; 
Marshals aids, Ben. A. Wtanard; T. W. 
Temple, A. H. Deukel, M. Ryan, C. 
Meyer. 
T H E CIIOIR. 
The vocal music was the great ac­ 
cessory of the entertainment. Too 
much praise con not tie given to I)r. 
McKee, for his indefatigable efforts 
to get a first class choir. He succeeded 
well, and the ladies and gentlemen 
composing the choir will always have 
a place in Masonic memory for their 
admirable music yesterday. It was 
composed of Mrs. Gent. Btoneman, 
Misses Mattie Wheeler, aud Jennie 
Hill, Profs. 
Havell aud Falkeuau, 
.Signor Marra and Messrs. J. F. Haw­ 
ley and Molm, 
An uuthem from the band opened 
the exercises. The following opening 
ode was admirably rendered by the 
choir.

Of an im m ortal day. 
Prayer was then offered in a feeling 
manner by Rev. A. \V. Edelman, af­ 
ter which tiie choir sang, “ Heavenly 
Father, Wilt Thou Lead Us?” in the 
following words: 
Heaven 1.i F ather, will Thou lead us 
Thro’ this pilgrim age of tears, 
T hro’ the changes Tliou ’st decrecí us, 
TUI our last great change appears? 
W hen tem ptation’s darts assail us, 
W hen in devious paths wo stray, 
Let ’1 hy goodness never lull us, 
Lead us In Thy perfect way. 
In the hour of puln and anguish, 
In the hour when death draws near, 
Suffer not our hearts to languish, 
suller not our souls to fear. 
And w hen m ortal life is ended, 
May we w alk am ong the blest, 
And hy all the saints attended, 
Ever in Toy bosom rest. 
President Foy in a few well chosen 
remarks then introduced the orator of 
the day, I. S. Kalloch, who was re­ 
ceived with loud applause, the breth­ 
ren standing. 
TH E ADDRESS. 
The ornior commenced slowly and 
cautiously, but soon warming with 
his theme, forgot himself iu soaring 
flights of e lo q u e n c e . 
For about three 
quarters of an hour lie kept the spec­ 
tators enchained by a flow of beauti­ 
ful thoughts, expressed in the choicest 


language, and there was a sincere re- 
gret.that lie did not speak longer. As he 
spoke without uotes we cau only pre­ 
sent an imperfect sketch of it, as fol­ 
lows: 
Antiquity is not necessarily venera­ 
ble. 
Because a thing is old is no cer­ 
tain sign that it Is sacred; for there 
are old vices and follies, as well as 
virtues and graces. Our times are 
better than old times. 
Old fogies are 
out of the procession. 
A suitable rev­ 
erence for age is befitting the young; 
a blind devotion to it is the idolatry 
of fools. Still, whatever is good glows 
venerable with years and fragrant in 
its memories. Old books are good to 
read, old friends are good to love, and 
old wine is said to be good to drink. 
Christianity points to its age as one of 
the proofs of its immortality. So Ma­ 
sons glory in the age and perpetuity 
of their Order, as one of the evidences 
of its worth and indestructibility. 
To begin with, it is not impious or 
irreverent to say that there is such a 
tiling as the Masonry of God. Though 
the 
spirit world had existed from 
everlasting, 
uight 
and 
chaos 
reigned over all the earth. 
But Jeho­ 
vah spoke the illuminating word, and 
the morning stars sang and all the 
sons of God shouted for joy around tho 
cradle in which a new-born world was 
laid. 
And there was design in its 
construction, as the range of planets 
and the sweep of comets prove. There 
was proportion, too, as exhibited iu 
Jupiter with his m o o n s aud Saturn 
with his girdle of light. The Masonry 
of our owu planet is written on every 
mountain and inscribed on every rock. 
This is the Masonry of God. 
PHYSICAL MASONRY. 
The earth would have been a vast 
howling wilderness without the hand 
of man. 
Physical Masonry crowns 
the banks of lordly rivers with noble 
cities. 
Physical Masonry rears the 
home, that sweet and sacred asylum, 
however humble or however homely, 
which reconciles man to his lot and 
woman to her sorrows. Without this, 
man would have remained a dweller 
in tents and follower of herds forever. 
But Physical Masonry appeared, and 
there arose those colossal structures of 
the East, the very fragments of which 
are viewed by modern travelers with 
au idolatry almost equal to that which 
reared them. 
Such Is the work of 
Physical Masonry. 


ITS ANTIQUITY. • 
The fact that mystic signs and sym­ 
bols similar to those by which one 
brother may now know another in the 
dark as well as iu the light, existed at 
an early day, leads us to infer that far 
back In the ages Masonic brothers 
everywhere could meet upon the level 
and part upon the square. The arts 
flourished in an early age. 
Noah con­ 
structed the ark of almost fabulous di­ 
mensions and navigated it upon a 
shoreless sea, and when the flood had 
subsided and the Patriarch from the 
old world stepped out upou the misty 
mountains of the new, his first work 
was the erection of that altar which 
glistened with the hues of the first 
rainbow. The construction of temples 
and cities and the progress of the arts 
founded upon a knowledge of geome­ 
try which followed, siiow that what­ 
ever else they lost, they retained the 
use of the working tools of our ancient 
craft. 
King tioloruon reduced the 
work to form and order. Over 200,000 
workmeu were employed in the con­ 
struction of the temple for upwards 
of 
seven 
years, 
but 
so 
thor­ 
oughly were they divided under dif­ 
ferent names and stations—Entered 
Apprentices, Fellow-Crafts and Master 
Masons;—their hours of labor and re­ 
freshment 
appointed; 
their wages 
fixed and the manner of receiving 
them; so admirably had the Phoeni­ 
cian stone-cutter in the quarry and 
the Hebrew workmen on the sides of 
Lebanon done their work, that at last 
the peerless building came together 
without the sound of ax or hammer or 
any tool of iron, having more the ap­ 
pearance of being the handiwork of 
t lie Supreme Architect of the Universe 
than of human hands. The Temple 
was destroyed 
by Nebuchaduezzar 
about four hundred years after its 
completion. Zerubbabel built the sec- 
mid, which was far inferior to the first 
aud was destroyed by Titus seventy 
years after the coming of Christ. Sev­ 
en hundred years before Christ col­ 
leges of artisans were imported iuto 
Rome by the lawgiver Numa, whose 
symbolic ceremonies aud secret signs 
of recognition were not unlike ours. 
Hence they spread over Europe under 
the name of Travelling Free-Masons, 
constructed the cathedrals, parochial 
churches, monasteries and works of 
art, near which they erected their huts 
or “ lodges,” which latter name has 
designated the assembly of Masons 
until this day. In the year 926 Prince 
Edwin established tlie first English 
Grand Lodge at Yor.’ , and from that 
gathering 
English and 
American 
Lodges derive their authority. 
It is further significant of the antiq­ 
uity of our Order that among many 
ancient Indian tribes in this country 
there exist certain signs and tokens 
which have been handed down from 
immemorial generations. 
De Witt 
Clinton, once Grand High Priest of 
the Order in the United States—one 
of the immortal names who, like 
Washington, Jefferson and Lafayette, 
honored themselves by honoring Ma­ 
sonry—speaks of the existence of such 
mystic signs and rites among the Sen­ 
ecas, the Oneidas, and the Cayugas, 
which they claimed to be coeval iu 
their existence with the dawn of crea­ 
tion. 
Now, let any man call up the 
various nations of the earth—their 
rise, their splendor and their ruin. 
Greece, trodden under the foot of Im ­ 
perial Rome, and Rome in turn trod- 
d«m under the horses’ hoofs of North­ 
ern barbarians; the tribes of men, 
passing from ruler to ruler, changing 
their religion, their domestic institu­ 
tions, their household gods, their im­ 
memorial customs, and heaving and 
tossing and passing away beneath the 
frown of God; aud then let him re­ 
member that through all this Masonry 
has existed, preserving unchanged its 
customs, its tokens, its secrets—above 
all, its organic unity and purpose— 
never so strong, so numerous, so hope­ 
ful, as It is to-day, and how can he 
resist the conviction that an undecay* 


ing principle of strength is at the bot­ 
tom of such undecayitig tenacity of 
life? Masonry is imperishable. 
You 
cannot kill a truth. 
It is immortal, 
and all beside it is weakness. 
It lias 
encountered obloquy, reproach aud 
persecution. 
Its lodges have been 
broken into, its retreats violated, its 
charters taken away, its insignia de­ 
stroyed, its members scattered; but its 
secret has remained and its principle 
is 
indestructible. 
Every Masonic 
heart is a lodge in Itself — a lodge 
where its inviolable principles are 
securely deposited. 


MORAL MASONRY. 
The pearl is in the casket, aud be 
neatli ail the signs and symbols of op 
erative Masonry lies concealed its 
moral meaning and purpose. Could I 
cause to pass in review before you all 
the uncounted multitudes who have 
been lifted up and strengthened by its 
blessed ministrations, the sick and 
languishing who have been watched 
over and cared for, the heart-broken 
and afflicted who have been comforted 
and cheered, the widows and orphans 
who have found God’s promise verified 
iu Masonic protection and support, the 
dark homes that have been lighted, 
the sad hearts that have been soothed, 
the scalding tears that have been 
wiped away,—I should need to say no 
more; your hearts would iustiuctively 
leap to honor an institution which has 
left its impress deepest wherever hu­ 
man suffering was keenest or human 
need the neediest. 
OBJECTIONS. 
It is objected that all Masons do not 
live up to this high ideal. Neither do 
all church members to theirs. Christ 
found a devil among the twelve apos­ 
tles; it is rumored that now and then 
one of them gets into tho church and 
even into the pulpit; is it so very 
strange if we occasionally catch a Tar­ 
tar? The mysteries of the Order are a 
stumbling block to many. If it is so 
good, why need it be so mysterious? 
There are mysteries every where. “The 
secret ot the Lord is with them that 
fear him.” 
Masonry has its mysteries 
and secrets. 
But so has every family; 
so lias every firm; so has every lawyer 
of his client, and physician of his 
patient, and minister of his penitent, 
and he who keeps them is alone hon­ 
orable, while he who betrays them is 
a villain, tbedeepdamnutionof whose 
offense smells to Heaven. Its symbols 
are a cause of offence to some. But 
the church has its symbols. ThiDk of 
a Catholic arguing against us on this 
ground! And before even the strictest 
Puritan church can consistently bring 
this accusation it must discard the 
symbols of the Holy Communion. 
And even the plain old Quaker who 
affects so much horror of such things 
Is nothing but a bunch of symbols 
from his broad-brimmed bat to his 
shad-bellied coat. The flag of a regi­ 
ment may appear to the mere utilita­ 
rian to be nothing but a piece of paint­ 
ed silk, but though pierced by many 
bullets aud blackened iu the smoke of 
many battles, it is still a dearer thing 
to the soldier’s heart than life, aud to 
carry it in safety from the field is the 
darling object of his heart. 
Our dear 
old flag— the symbolic flag—symbolic 
of our father’s blood that bought it— 
symbolic of our proud prosperity under 
it—symbolic of our national power on 
whatever sea or shore it floats— 
“ Long has it waved on high, 
And m any an eye has danced to see 
That banner in the sky.” 
CONCLUSION. 
Let those who will object and cavil, 
be it ours to show them a more excel­ 
lent way; to so exemplify the princi­ 
ples we profess, to be so charitable to 
the erring, so merciful to the suffering, 
so swift to run the length of our cable- 
tow, so pure iu heart and just in life, 
that we may not ouly secure the favor 
of men, hut, what is of infinitely 
greater importance, the approbation of 
God. And then, when Death, the ruf­ 
fian,shall seize us and from the scenes 
that know us now shall hurry us away, 
we shall be raised by the extended arm 
of the Almighty Master of the Uni­ 
verse to that Celestial Lodge above, 
where He sublimely reigns, and men 
adoring bow! 
Wheu the orator ended his address, 
an oppressive silence pervailed, bro­ 
ken at last by music from the band. 
The choir then ended the musical en­ 
tertainment by singing the dedication 
ode: 
Now open wide the Tem ple’s doors. 
On golden binges m oving; 
Securely tread the solid floors, 
The work well done approving. 
The benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. A. W. Edelman, who also an­ 
nounced preaching next Sunday at 
Turn-Verein Hall by Mr. Kalloch. 
The crowd slowly disappeared and 
the line re-formed, marching to the 
Masonic Hall, where they were dis­ 
missed. 


T H E BANQUET. 
In the evening in Turn-Verein Hall 
at 9 o'clock, two hundred guests sat 
down to the well spread tables, from 
the Hotel des Princes. The orator of 
the day, Mr. Kalloch, occupied the 
place of honor, and was well sup­ 
ported, by the President of the Day, 
and Chaplain, on either side. 
The 
viands were discussed for about an 
hour, and all retired in a good humor 
with the world in general, and Ma­ 
sons iu particular. 
At intervals excellent music was 
dispensed by the brass band, after 
which the following vocal programme 
was given, Prof. Falkenau presiding 
at the piano.

TH E BALL. 
About 100 couples remained to trip 
the light fantastic. 
The festivities 
continued until the “ weesma’ hours,” 
and it is pronounced by those partici­ 
pating to be the ball of the season. 
FINALE. 
Taken altogether, the Masons of Los 
Angeles had a glorious time yesterday. 
The programme was well managed 
and the entire celebration passed off 
with great eclat. 
St. John’s day was 
huppily celebrated and we trust will 
benefit the community as much as it 
does credit to the Order.

Cucamongo. 


(F ro m the S a n B arnardlno G uardian.) 
Cueotnonga has already attain e tl a 
national reputation, as the banner 
wine district of California. 
The “ Cu­ 
comonga” is today, the favorite native 
wine. 
But although this splendid sec- 
tlou is famous on account of its wines; 
yet, hut. little is known as to its line 
agricultural resouraes, and magnif­ 
icent pomalogica! possibilities. 
It has 
until lately, beeti looked upon merely 
as a splendid vineyard—nothing more. 
Tlie Guardian, has 
written up ev­ 
ery other section in our incomparable 
county, neglected, we are ashamed to 
say, Cucomonga. The fact Is, we were 
not familiar with its details. On last 
Saturday 
evening, accompanied by 
Governor Downey, Captain Miles of 
the Los Angeles waterworks, and John 
Bloom, of the Cucomonga store, we 
made otir first visit to the champagne 
of California. 
Arriving about dark, 
the first attention of our host was to 
show us over the m am m oth cellar, in 
which is stowed away tier after tier of 
those generous wines, which have 
done so much to make the reputation 
of California as a second France in 
wine production. 
In this cellar are 
stowed away, probably 200,000 gal­ 
lons of that 
glowing 
Cucomonga, 
which is in such demand, that the 
wines of theNorth are doctored into 
imitation of its taste, and then fraud­ 
ulently put upon the ru irket, labelled 
“ Cucomonga” . 
The wine 
making 
machinery is truly on an imposing 
scale. 
Hundreds of butts, immense 
vuts, water-power ad infinitum every­ 
where around the grounds. 
Viewed 
by lamp light this old cellar and Its 
suggestive surroundings, present rath­ 
er a wired aspect. There is the stream 
meandiug down from the north its 
uniform motion 
making agreeable 
music; here is u grand old row of lofty 
chestnuts, dressed in a line like regu­ 
lars under flre;away to thefourpoints 
of the compass, are the magnificent 
mountain ranges which enclose the 
valley almost in the vast am phithea­ 
tre. 
In front of you is a large expanse 
of dark green—the famous vineyard. 
To the South, you see the Chino lights 
twinkling through the gloom like un­ 
clouded stars. 
Above your head, a 
sky of cloudless blue, brilliantly light­ 
ed by the glittering 
constellation 
which circle eternally through space. 
But, to supper, which was of course in 
keeping with the grand surroundings. 
Mr. Sausevain, the genial and urbane 
was our host, and a hospitable one he 
was. 
Here we had the pleasure of 
meeting Captain 
Ruiitie, and Mr. 
Archibald, gentlemen largely inter­ 
ested in the neighborhood. 


I n t h e M o r n i n g . 
Ill the morning, after paying our re­ 
spects to Bloom, accompanied by Cap- 
tuin Miles, a delightful 
and genial 
companion by the way, we took a 
saunter through the grounds. Ifbeau- 
tiful by night, the scenery was m ag­ 
nificently so in the e.trly dawn when 
the rosy rays of Aurora had tinged tlie 
landscape. 
On the northern range, a 
magnificent pearl cloud rested on the 
breast of the m ountain enveloping 
the foothills in its fleecy folds, but 
leaving tlie crown of the mountain un­ 
covered. The sight was glorious, es­ 
pecially when tiie cloud was penetrated 
by the red rays of the rising sun, m ak­ 
ing it look like a golden cloud. 
Away 
to theeast, a thin hazy Him mantled 
the mountains, giving them a far-off 
mysterious air; and strikingly recal- 
ing W alter Scott’s novel; wherein lie 
introduces so beautifully and desig­ 
nates so romantically “ the children of 
the mist.” 
Father 
east 
yet, his 
mountain majesty, Grayback, appears 
in grand relief, towering above the 
surrounding peaks, his loyal head not 
diademed in snow, but encircled by 
golden clouds. To the near South lies 
the vineyard, of 300acres, looking re­ 
splendent in a dense ocean of brill­ 
iant. green. The sunbeams dancing 
on the glittering verdure produced a 
charm ing effect. 
But, the picturesque 
must give way to the 


PRA CTICA L. 
Afterwards we accompanied Gov. 
Downey, Capt. Miles, Mr. Archibald, 
Cipt. Ruutle, and Mr. Sausevain, 011 a 
ride across the ranch. Starting N orth­ 
ward, we drove along the ravine, or 
rather glen, in which rises the splen­ 
did stream of delicious water which 
debouching on the plain, vivifies tlie 
dry soil into glowing beauty and ex ­ 
treme fertility. Tlie creek is simply 
an outlet, from a green mound a little 
to its west, which is undoubtedly a 


SU B TE R R A N EA N RESERV O IR. 
From which, probably an infinitely 
greater volume can be obtained, than 
that which now percolates adown the 
sylvan glen, respectable as is that 
stream. Our party did not drive to 
the mouth of the San Antouio Cañón, 
being anxious to visit the Cucomonga 
Station. 


A SP LEN D ID PANAKAM A. 
Turning to the South, and reaching 
tlie hilloverlooking the vineyard, and 
of the grandest panoramas in nature 
saluted 
our 
appreciative 
vision. 
Away to the East, lay the magnifi­ 
cent Valley of Los Angeles, with its 
grand Eastern range towering to the 
skies in the North; to the South the 
undulating liiils 
and 
magnificent 
plains of the Chino; to their East, the 
Juapa and serpentine Santa Ana; and 
to the West, the mountainous slopes 
ofTemescal; East of the Juapa, you 
causee the fertile fields and abrupt 
hills of the Juapa; and to the South of 
the latter, Riverside, its noble plains 
and encircling mountain range; N orth­ 
east of Riverside, stands Slover Moun­ 
tain, gracefully curved, standing alone 
in its glory, like a small sentinel 
keeping watch over the San Bernar­ 
dino valley in front of its gigantic com­ 
rades extended in circular buttle array 
to its North, east and South. To tlie 
East the splendid sweep of the Cuco- 
monga range, picturesquely diversi­ 
fied extends in a beautiful curve to 
the Cajon Pass, which divides it from 
the San Bernardino range, the latter 
bending away in a gigantic curve to 
th eN o rth and East, where the his­ 
toric San Gorgonio pass, separates it 
from the San Jacinto. The latter, 
with its beautifully broken 
slopes 
and proud crown is also plainly dis­ 
cernible, outlined as it is against the 
unclouded blue sky. 
But, here we are 
running into the picturesque again. 
As the eye wanders over the immense 
plain, encircled by those grand m oun­ 
tain chains, one cannot help imagin­ 
ing w hat a supurb picture of beauty 
and fertility it would present, were it 
under cultivation. 
But, alas! water 
is the want, and, as Governor Downey 
pungently remarked: “I t would take 
the Mississippi to irrigate it.” 


T H E VIN EY A RD . 
The celebrated vineyard of Cuco­ 
monga is enclosed in n field contain­ 
ing 300 acres. Tlie soil is light and 
gravelly; a soil similar to that from 
which the best French wine is pro­ 


duced. 
At this season, this immense 
field of vines, with its verdant glitter, 
and encased in a brown frame of sur­ 
rounding lands, is a gloriously pictu­ 
resque picture. 
A noble row of giant 
cbesnut trees to the North, with seve­ 
ral white buildings in the background 
heighten the effect of the smiling 
scene. The vines are strong, mature 
aud prolific. The frost, so disastrous 
in some sections, had here hardly any 
effect. 
To the left of the vineyard is 
a forty-acre walnut grove, not yet ar­ 
rived at maturity hut vigorous and 
promising. To the 
West 
of this 
grove, Captain Runtle has 200 acres, 
which he is rapidly bringing under 
cultivation. This is an 
exceeding 
fertile tract. 
In one of the Captain’s 
fields, one can sink a st ick four feet in 
the ground as easily as through mud. 
The land requires little irrigating. 
The Captain has an immense variety 
of trees—nearly 
all 
semi-tropical— 
planted in the fields Immediately sur­ 
rounding the house. Their growth 
for theirage, is absolutely astonishing. 


W H A T (’AN B E DONE. 
If we remember aright, the Cuco­ 
monga Vineyard Company own 8,000 
acres, including the vineyard, on this 
incomparable 
ranch. 
Governor 
Downey informed us that it is tlie in­ 
tention of his Company to commence 
a new system of water-works upon 
tlie lands 
immediately. 
The water 
will be brought down on the outlying 
plains ay a system of water pipes, 
thus utilizing every drop. 


TEN -A CRE BLOCKS. 
H e also says that it is his intention 
to sub-divide the tract into ten-acre 
blocks, which 
will be sold on tlie 
most reasonable 
terms, botli as to 
priceand to time. 
Now a ten-acre lot 
of this highly fertile land, well watered 
will be enough to support a family in 
competence; nay, 
in affluence. 
The 
fertility of the soil is incredible, as 
evinced by the extraordinary growth 
011 the 
parts 
already 
cultivated. 
There will be no better opportunity 
for poor men in California than set­ 
tlement on this property, when tlie 
w ater i* turned on. 


ALMOST A COUNTY-. 
W ith men of such enterprise and

T H E CUCOMONGA STATION: 
Leaving the ranch, we drove South­ 
east to the station, just erected by the 
Southern Pacific Company, which 
they have with geographical consis­ 
tency named tlie “Cucomonga S ta­ 
tion.” This station lies about 
2J 
miles South of the South-east corner 
of the Cucomonga ranch. 
An im ­ 
mense water-tauk, with a pressure of 
250 feet and a capacity of 28,000 gallons 
supplies excellent water to tlie station 
Here our party met Mr, Phelps, the 
energetic anil able engineer of the 
Southern Pacific, who informed us th at 
the rails were then laid 
13J miles 
East of Spadra, and that ho intended 
to have the road completed to Colton 
by the 1st of July. 
There 
is little 
fuss and feathers about Mr. Phelps, 
but much practical performance. 
Re­ 
turning, we again drove to the ranch, 
aud, of course, once more Interviewed 
our good Bloom, who, as usual, did 
the handsome in his line. 


A GREA T FU TU RE. 
In the hands of such men as Gover­ 
nor Downey and O. W. Childs, Cuco­ 
monga will certainly have a great and 
immediate future. 
It is a section of 
splendid possibilities. 
Land, water, 
enterprise, wealth and liberal econo­ 
my are all on the side of Cucomonga. 
W ho can picture its future? Ten years 
from to-day, 
it will be one of tlie 
most productive as well as beautiful 
sections in California. 
W hat now is 
a barren waste, will, by the vivifying 
virtue of water be converted into a 
smiling landscape where the orange 
grove will alternate with tlie vine­ 
yard, tlie alfalfa meadow with wa­ 
ving fields of grain. 
W here 
now 
there is n o ta habitation we will then 
probably see charming cottages nes­ 
tled 
amid 
semi-tropical 
groves; 
churches, school houses, and a flour­ 
ishing county town. 
We should have said that what is 
known as Cucomonga, comprises the 
Cucomonga vineyard Company; the 
Cucomonga Homestead Association 
and tlie Cucomonga Land Association 
Company. Tlie owners of the first 
princely property the development of 
which will bring such great material 
wealth to this county are Governor 
Downey, tlie Messrs. Heilman and 
Chikis of Los Angeles, and Mr. Drey- 
fusof Anaheim. The same gentlemen 
own the Cucomonga Home Associa­ 
tion; while the Cucomonga Land As­ 
sociation is owned by Mr. Archibald 
and Mr. M-----
